He reported tonight to the people 
at home that step by -tep “ we are 
winning the cold w ar." But he con­ 
tinued that “ This is no time to 
wobble or lowt r our guard,” no 
time to "go it alone.” 
Stevenson warned, too. against 
disarm am ent by America 
alone, 
and he said we seem to be “ taking 
the initiative in unilateral disarm ­ 
am ent.” 
World Conditions Better

ditions are better and hope is in 
the air. He said there is adm ira­ 
tion for America in other coun­

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Decreasing The Error 


An important new aid to aerial navigation, dem on­ 
strated the other day at New York's Idlewlld Airport, 
holds the promise of increased safety in flying. Comb­ 
ing the operation of several instruments which have 
been in familiar use to locate the plane's position in 
flight, the DME, which is simply a handy diminutive 
cf “ distance measuring equipment,” tells a pilot con­ 
al an My where he is in relation to one or more stations, 
which are usually located at airports. 


The importance of this new device, especially in 
the age of jet flight, should not be underestimated. 
The great speed of jets has made necessary still 
another telescoping of the processes needed to figure 
out a plane’s exact position at a given instant. 
It is an ironic com m entary on aerial progress that, 
practically within hours of the demonstration of the 
new DME. a big, four-motored French passenger plane, 
carrying 42 persons, should bash itself to bits against 
an alpine peak. Apparently the weather was good, or 
reasonably so, and had the plane been Just slightly 
off course the flight probably would have been no 
more than a pleasant memory in the minds of the 
passengers. 
Had the ship been equipped with the new DME 
there is a definite possibility that thp pilot would have 
known he was heading into danger. 
But progress 
doesn't travel at speeds comparable to the jet planes 
of today. Unfortunately there must be a time lag to 
perm it the human mind to make adjustments. 
For 
example, the new device 
assuming it is foolproof - 
m ust meet 
certification tests 
by 
governm ent and 
Industry. 
TTien romps the long period of changeover, as 
installations are made, a few at a time. Setting up 
the ground equipment will also take time and money. 
And when military and civilian air armadas are equip­ 
ped. it doesn't follow that air disasters will suddenly 
cea.e 
A small piece of metal may snap hundreds of 
hours before its time; a pilot may misread his instru­ 
m ents. But gradually the chance for error Is decreased. 
Som etim es the process seems painfully slow. 


Keeping Colleges " Free 
l l 


High taxes have caused such a falling off of gifts 
and endowments to the country's 1,200 privately m ain­ 
tained colleges and universities that the majority of 
them are hard pressed for funds. The alternatives are 
to seek federal aid. which could involve the injection 
of politics into Institutions whose proudest b o a t is 
that they are "free." or to find new sources of income. 
The latter is the objective of the Council for 
Financial Aid to Education, which will become opera­ 
tive September 15. It has on its board som e of the 
nation's leading industrialists as well as educators of 
note. It is to be in no sen** a collection agency, and 
will not receive or disburse funds. Its function will be 
publicizing the plight of the colleges and directing 
prosper Ive 
new contributors to the 31 
state and 
regional 
groups 
now 
raising 
money 
for 
needy 
institutions. 
The council hopes to "bring about a recognition of 
the importance to American business, and to the 
nation as a whole, of securing adequate financial 
support of 
higher education, 
particularly 
through 
American business concerns, foundations and other 
organizations *’ 
The one thing to which members of the council, 
which ultimately will have 24 directors, is utterly 
opposed is the idea of the federal government's making 
lip this collegiate financial slack 
They realize that 
for general federal ald there would have to be a quid 
pro quo. and that freedom to teach c<)uld thereby be 
trammeled. 
S’ress will be placed on W ashington s permission 
to business to contribute five per cent of earnings to 
e d ues’Jon or philanthropy before paying taxes. 


September Tax Collections 


Several days after today, before which the third- 
quar’er incom e-tax payments must be in the malls, 
the Treasury will know whether its earlier estimate 
of them was too low or too high. If the estim ate was 
not too optimistic, the administration will probably 
give up Its idea of a higher national debt limit before 
January I. 
La-'t September the collections of all revenue ran 
12 5 billion '62S per rent* above the collections for 
A gust, producing a surplus for the m onth of more 
than half a billion. 
In 1951 the receipts were $26 
billion higher in September than in August, making 
for a mon'h's surplus of more than SI billion. 
The bigged month of the year for Treasury col­ 
lections is March, Then personal incom e-tax payers 
rn us' not only pay any under-paym ent in the preceding 
January for the previous year, but also must make 
the first quarterly payment on the estimated tax for 
toe current year. 
Another good revenue month is 
June: this year it produced only SOS billion less than 
was realized :n March, and the $10.5 billion collection 
in March were the highest in any one m onth of our 
fiscal history. 
Secretary of the Treasury Humphrey said at the 
end of August that he had * every hope ’ that Congress 
would not have to be called into session later this 
year to raise the debt limit. 
Hus new estim ates of 
expenditures for the present fiscal year were $2 billion 
below his earlier estimates -and $5 5 billion less than 
In the Truman b ud gets hi* new estimates of receipts 
were the sam e as his earlier ones.

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County School Enrollment 
Shows Increase Over 1952 


Enrollment in Allegany County 
fchools shows an increase of 706 
over the number on the rolls at the 
end of the term in June, according 
to Homer S. Higgins, supervisor of 
pupil personnel. 
Higgins said the enrollment is 
15,787 this year as compared to 
the June listing of 15,081, 
The 
largest gain was noted in the first 
grade pupils. 
Last year there were 1,548 first- 
graders while at the end of the 
first week of school this year Hie 
number had risen to 1,784. A regis­ 
tration taken late in the spring had 
indicated only 
1.661 
prospective 
first-graders, Higgins explained. In 
1950 there were 1,367 first grade 
pupils; in 1951 this total dropped 
to 1,332; and a hike to 1,548 wa? 
noted last year.

county public schools in 1950 was 
15.533 and in 
1951 
the number 
dropped to 15.175. Last year there 
were 15.229 attending in Septem­ 
ber. 
Higgins said the enrollment: 
was 15,081 at the end of the school 
last June. 
The 21 elem entary schools a ll' 
reported increases in first grade 
enrollments over the figures con­ 
templated last spring as indicated 
by registration. Higgins said there, 
Is no general movement of students j 
from one area of the county to 
another with the increase being 
spread out over the district. 
Some areas had higher increases 
than others. 
For example. Fort 
Hill High School had an enrollment 
of 1,775 students last June. 
This 


|year a total of I 940 students have 
registered so far. 
Higgins said 
this week there may be additional 
enrollments but that the bulk of 
the students have reported. 
Allegany High School had 1,382 
students last year while this year: 
the number has increased to 1.482 
Beall Elementary had 602 last year 
and 640 this year. Beall High had 
an increase from 895 to 910 stu­ 
dents this year. Bruce High School 
in Westernport had an increase of 
IO students to 610 this year. 
Central Elementary in I/onacon- 
ing increased from 390 to 412 pupils 
this year. Columbia Street School 
increased from 368 to 402 pupils. 
Cresaptown noted an increase from 
742 to 782 pupils.

They produced artery hardening 
in monkeys by feeding them diets 
lacking a protein material, meth­ 
ionine. 
Monkeys

methionine stayed healthy with no 
sign of artery disease. 
Methionine is one of the amino 
acids or building blocks of pro­ 
teins, Meats and other animal pro­ 
teins are a rich source of it. 
The scientists 
cautioned 
it 
is 
premature 
to 
say 
that 
human 
artery hardening is due to a lack 
of methionine. 
An important step was creating 
the hardening, known as athero­ 
sclerosis, in monkeys, which are 
primates like man. The disease in 


monkeys may be more akin to the 
human disease than hardening pro­ 
duced experimentally in chicks or 
rabbits. 
The research was announced in 
the Journal of Experimental Medi­ 
cine by Drs.

Ariz., last Thursday when Dr. Wal->< 
lace H. Fuller, a University of 
Arizona scientist, was quoted as | 
saying 
that 
a 
radioactive 
sub­ 
stance known as strontium could 
cripple a nation’s food supply. 
Dr. Fuller, a biochemist, indi­ 
cated to newsmen that strontium 
was so effective it might be used as 
a “ dust bomb,” and he was quoted 
ss saying: 
“ Conceivably, 
it 
might 
rival 
even the deadly cobalt bomb as 
a weapon of war.” 
The next day, however, Dr. Ful­ 
ler denied that his 24 years of se­ 
cret research, carried out under 
contract for the Atomic Energy 
Commission, had anything to do 
with a “ dust bomb” or any other 
atomic weapon. 


No Such Bomb Planned 


The scientist said that as far as 
he knew, the “ dust bomb” is non­ 
existent and no such bomb has 
aver been planned or produced. 
However, a chart given to news­ 
men who interviewed Dr. Fuller 
contained a diagram showing the 
effect of strontium and carried the 
following heading: 
“ Radioactive strontium or cal­ 
cium bomb dust.” 
In 
the 
original 
interview 
on 
Thursday, Dr. Fuller said radio­ 
active strontium could cause sick­ 
ness or death when dropped by 
planes in the form of dust to con­ 
taminate crops, lands and water 
supplies. 
“ Potentially it is the most bio­ 
logically hazardous of the fission 
products,” the scientist declared. 
Fission is the atom-splitting pro­ 
cess developed in the atomic bomb. 
In talking with American inter­ 
rogators at Freedom Village, Lt. 
Brooks indicated that the Chinese 
Communists placed a high priority 
on gleaning any information about 
the purported “ duster bomb” from 
U. S. prisoners of war. 
Brooks, who flew 20 missions in 
Korea, said the Chinese officer who 
questioned him in prison “ guaran­ 
teed me on his word as a Chinese 
officer” that if he confessed on 
the subject of secret lectures, germ 
warfare 
or 
“ duster bombs” 
he 
would be among the first to cross 
the line to freedom. 


Could Go Home 


Question: “ You said they tried 
to get you to confess three things. 
Did you make up stuff about all 
three of them?” 
Brooks: “ No, they said if I con­ 
fessed on any one thing I could 
go home.” 
Question: “ What subject did you 
choose?” 
Brooks: “ You sit down and fig­ 
ure that out. I don't know nothing 
about germs. I don't know noth­ 
ing about anything, period. But if 
you had your choioe of the three 
and had to make a story up. which 
do you think you could make up 
the easiest? Could you describe an 
atomic bomb that 
a 
technician 
would hold 
up to? 
And 
duster 
bombs? W e ll, 
" 
At that point, the interrogator 
broke in to ask Brooks which of 
the three subjects he decided to 
“ specialize” in. 
Brooks: “ Finally, I specialized 
in germ warfare. I had a map 
on the wall of China, India. Korea. 
a little bit of Russia. When I'd 
walk past the wall I d spit on the 
map and see what I hit. That was 
my germ warfare.”
